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Annual  Giving 


The  Annual  Fund  enjoyed  one  of  its 
finest  years  during  1973-1974  with  in- 
creases in  both  gifts  and  donors  over 
1972-1973.  As  of  June  30  $83,440  had  been 
raised  in  gifts  and  pledges,  which  was 
98.2%  of  the  goal.  The  number  of  con- 
tributors increased  from  647  in  '72-'73  to 
825  this  past  year,  which  was  a  healthy 
27%  jump.  The  alumni  led  the  way  with 
a  35%  participation  increase  while  par- 
ent and  friend  donors  increased  by  15%. 

We  are  now  returning  to  the  numbers 
of  givers  we  had  before  the  successful 
Resources  for  the  Seventies  capital  cam- 
paign. We  hope  for  1974-75  to  increase 
the  number  of  contributors  again  by 
about  150  so  that  a  total  of  between  900 
and  1,000  will  participate. 

Our  goal  for  this  year  is  $90,000.  Funds 
raised  during  '74-'75  will  be  applied  to- 
ward such  vital  programs  as  scholar- 
ships, athletics,  and  student  activities. 
If  our  nearly  $100  per  donor  average 
gift  can  be  maintained  and  we  experi- 
ence the  hoped  for  increase  in  contribu- 
tors, then  this  realistic  and  necessary 
goal  will  surely  be  met. 

Ford  Foundation 

Another  highlight  of  this  past  year  was 
the  successful  completion  of  a  matching 
grant  provided  by  the  Edward  E.  Ford 
Foundation.  Under  the  terms  of  the  grant 
each  dollar  Governor  Dummer  raised 
was    matched   with    a    dollar   from   the 


Foundation  up  to  $100,000.  The  total 
$200,000  went  into  the  endowment  for 
the  purpose  of  upgrading  faculty  salaries. 

Designated  Gifts 

Other  than  those  gifts  that  went  toward 
matching  the  Ford  Foundation  grant, 
the  Academy  received  $27,282  from  37 
individuals  and  groups  for  various  spec- 
ified purposes.  These  included  gifts  to 
the  library,  the  scholarship  program, 
the  hockey  program,  the  campus  radio 
station,  and  the  Drama  Club. 

Anniversary  Program 

This  year  for  the  first  time  an  Anniver- 
sary program  was  instituted,  in  which 
those  classes  that  are  multiples  of  five 
years  out  of  school  are  asked  to  donate 
somewhat  more  than  their  normal  con- 
tribution in  recognition  and  celebration 
of  their  anniversary.  If  this  year's  results 
are  any  indication  of  the  future,  this  is 
a  program  which  contains  a  great  deal 
of  potential  for  the  Academy,  not  only 
in  terms  of  increased  class  donations, 
but  also  in  terms  of  stimulating  alumni 
interest,  which  is  so  vital  to  a  strong 
independent  school  today. 

Every  Anniversary  Class  from  1929  to 
1969  increased  either  its  participation  or 
dollar  amount  over  last  year,  and  most 
improved  both.  Six  of  these  classes  set 
new  individual  class  records  for  giving. 
The  largest  increase  came  from  the 
Class  of  1954  which  improved  both  the 
number  of  donors  and  total  dollars  by 
300%  over  their  '72-73  results! 


The  Anniversary  classes  of  '74-'75  (all 
those  ending  in  0  or  5  this  year)  will 
have  to  work  very  hard  indeed  to  match 
or  better  their  friends  who  celebrated 
during  '73-'74. 

Class  Agents 

Once  again  the  Class  Agents  provided 
in  large  part  the  impetus  behind  our 
fund  raising  efforts.  This  dedicated  and 
loyal  group  of  about  180  alumni  under- 
stands the  needs  of  the  Academy  and  the 
necessity  of  independently  supported 
education  as  an  alternative  in  America 
today.  Their  beliefs  and  hard  work  con- 
tinue to  provide  not  only  funds  for  con- 
tinued operation  and  innovation,  but  also 
a  source  of  strength  from  which  students, 
faculty,  and  administration  can  and  do 
draw. 

A  Great  Year 

In  1973-1974  Governor  Dummer  raised 
approximately  $304,100  from  the  Annual 
Fund,  the  Edward  E.  Ford  Foundation 
grant,  and  various  other  designated  gifts. 
This  represents  the  largest  amount  ever 
received  by  the  school  during  a  year  in 
which  no  formal  capital  campaign  was 
taking  place.  Based  on  this  level  of  sup- 
port and  generosity  from  our  alumni, 
parents  of  students,  both  past  and  pres- 
ent, and  friends,  we  are  convinced  that 
we  can  achieve  our  goal  of  $90,000  for 
the  coming  year,  which  will  help  to  fur- 
ther the  principles  to  which  Governor 
Dummer   has   always   subscribed. 
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FROM  THE  HEADMASTER 

Governor  Dummer  Academy  confronts 
the  final  quarter  of  the  twentieth  century, 
a  good  school,  a  sound  school.  In  its 
212th  year,  this  ancient  Academy  finds 
itself,  at  the  Bicentennial  of  the  United 
States,  caught  once  again  in  a  period 
of  profound  unrest.  Today,  as  we  did 
when  this  nation  was  in  its  infancy,  we 
can  represent  the  leading  edge  of  inde- 
pendent  secondary  education. 

Looked  at  one  way,  in  the  present 
ferment  of  our  culture,  it  is  a  bad  time 
for  schools.  In  a  day  when  problems 
ranging  from  inflation  to  moral  revolu- 
tion are  pre-eminent,  schools  are  expect- 
ed somehow  to  be  all  things  to  all  people. 
Entering  students  are  confused  not  only 
regarding  the  direction  in  which  they 
are  headed  but,  even  more,  regarding 
the  direction  which  the  whole  society  is 
taking.  No  wonder  there  is  an  epidemic 
of  "doing  your  own  thing"  —  a  current 
not  only  against  discipline  in  general, 
but  especially  against  self-discipline. 

In  many  important  ways,  Governor 
Dummer  finds  itself  in  a  strong  position 
to  take  a  direction  and  hew  to  it.  Last 
spring  four  key  personnel  with  a  cumu- 
lative total  of  over  110  years  of  extraor- 
dinarily valuable  service  to  the  Academy 
entered  retirement;  even  in  the  face  of 
this,  we  open  the  year  1974-75  with  a 
seasoned  faculty.  Of  the  teachers  who 
staffed  the  school  at  the  outset  of  last 
year  —  and  with  the  exception  of  Mac 
Murphy,  who  has  retired  ofter  a  mag- 
nificent career  covering  44  years  —  not 
one  has  left.  We  are  strong. 

Last  year,  simultaneous  with  the  com- 


mitment of  26  Trustees  and  friends  of  the 
Academy  who  raised  $100,000  to  match 
an  Edward  E.  Ford  Foundation  grant, 
a  larger  than  ever  number  of  alumni 
and  parent  donors  gave  and  pledged 
nearly  $85,000  to  the  Annual  Fund.  This 
fall,  spearheading  a  renewed  effort  to 
communicate  with  alumni  and  parents, 
past  and  present,  Buster  Navins  has 
experienced  a  tremendously  heartening 
response  to  his  initial  undertakings  in 
Portland  and  in  Boston. 

At  this  writing  we  can  look  back  upon 
six  and  one-half  weeks  of  a  smooth  and 
active  beginning  for  the  new  school  year. 
Thirty-seven  full-time  faculty  have  been 
joined  by  314  students:  169  boarding 
boys;  23  boarding  girls;  and  122  day 
students,  69  boys,  53  girls.  Our  entering 
freshman  class,  at  57,  is  the  largest  in 
the  Academy's  history.  Last  spring  we 
graduated  a  class  of  101.  This  fall  26  of 


our  127  new  admissions  are  younger 
brothers  and  sisters;  in  all,  there  are  77 
younger  brothers  and  sisters  —  now  in 
school.  There  are  14  boys  from  eight 
foreign  countries.  There  is  much  reason 
to  be  happy  with  the  character  of  our 
student  body. 

Last  May  the  Board  of  Trustees,  under 
the  Presidency  of  Richard  D.  Phippen, 
'38,  elected  to  its  body  Edgar  F.  Kaiser, 
Jr.,  '61,  President  of  Kaiser  Resources, 
Ltd.  Peter  R.  Remis,  '52,  Treasurer  of 
his  family-owned  leather  industry  in 
Peabody,  Mass.,  was  elected  to  a  three- 
year  term  as  one  of  a  trio  of  Alumni 
Fellows.  The  present  composition  of  the 
Board  itself  includes  nine  alumni,  rang- 
ing from  the  Class  of  1935  to  the  Class 
of  1961;  five  present  and  past  parents; 
and  one  friend  whose  family  has  retained 
interest  in  the  Academy  since  early  in 
the  19th  century. 

In  spite  of  circumstances  in  which  the 
great  preponderance  of  independent 
schools  and  colleges  are  presently  con- 
fronted with  annual  operating  expenses 
in  excess  of  income,  the  Trustees  are 
resolved  not  to  tolerate  a  growing  deficit 
—  are  determined  to  maintain  the  Acad- 
emy in  a  firm,  solvent  position.  To  illus- 
trate the  difficulty  of  this  resolve,  last 
year  the  faculty,  student  body,  and  staff 
by  combined  effort  succeeded  in  signifi- 
cantly reducing  fuel  consumption  com- 
pared to  the  preceding  year;  yet  we 
paid  more  money  than  in  1972-73  for  the 
fuel  we  used.  In  the  present  economic 
climate,  schools  like  Governor  Dummer 
(cont'd,  p.  10)

The  Academy  announced  this  spring 
the  retirement  of  four  of  its  most  valued 
community  members.  They  are  four  who 
held  widely  varying  positions.  They  are 
four  who  altogether  have  served  the 
school  for  over  100  years.  They  are  four 
who  will  be  very  difficult  to  replace. 
They  are  A.  Macdonald  Murphy,  Louise 
Lovell,  John  W.  Hosmer,  and  Paul  E. 
Griffin. 

Mac  Murphy  joined  the  faculty  in  1930 
after  graduating  from  Harvard.  As  a 
stalwart  member  of  the  English  depart- 
ment for  all  forty-four  years,  his  gift  for 
teaching  through  hard  work,  thoughtful 
discussion,  and  certainly  humorous  anec- 
dote was  unsurpassed.  But  Mac's  influ- 
ence was  felt  more  than  in  the  classroom. 
He  was  the  school's  first  lacrosse  coach 
as  well  as  the  hockey  coach  and  assis- 
tant football  coach  for  many  years.  As 
Director  of  Athletics,  Mac  directed  the 
school's  entire  athletic  program  and  was 
seen  as  spectator  at  practically  all  on- 
campus  athletic  events  providing  en- 
couragement and  insight. 

A  truly  Renaissance  man,  intellectual, 
artist  in  his  craft,  sportsman,  and  good 
friend,  Mac  will  long  be  remembered  by

alumni,  parents,  faculty,  and  administra- 
tion alike.  He  and  Peggy  have  retired 
to  Newburyport,  so  are  within  easy 
reach  for  return  visits  with  their  many 
friends  here. 

Certainly  the  most  knowledgeable 
person  at  Governor  Dummer  regarding 
the  school's  operations,  Louise  Lovell 
is  unparalleled  in  her  value  to  those 
operations.  There  are  three  Headmasters 


who  will  attest  to  this  fact.  All  three, 
Ted  Eames,  Val  Wilkie,  and  Jack  Ragle, 
were  present  at  the  Friday  night  dinner 
during  graduation  to  honor  her  thirty- 
five  years  of  service  to  the  Academy. 
In  his  remarks  about  her  at  the  dinner 
Ted  Eames  spoke  of  her  "many  qualities 
of  mind  and  hand  and  heart,"  of  which 
anyone  who  has  been  connected  with

are  caught  between  a  rock  and  a  hard 
place.  Decisions  will  be  painful  to  make 
—  but  we  are  committed  to  making 
them,  to  living  up  to  them,  and  to  main- 
taining a  strong  school. 

If  one  part  of  the  danger  today  arises 
from  a  cost  crisis,  the  other  emerges  out 
of  a  potentially  more  chilling  moral 
crisis.  Our  culture,  bombarded  by  rapid- 
fire  technological  breakthroughs,  by  a 
world  shrinking  in  size  but  ballooning  in 
population,  by  a  bewildering  blitz  of 
media  communication  on  a  global  scale 
(among  many  other  forces),  is  in  danger 
of  careening  into  chaos  marked  by  a 
collapse  of  values. 

It  is  at  this  point  that  all  of  us  — 
Trustees,  faculty,  and  increasingly  the 
students  themselves  —  are  resolved  to 
make  a  stand.  Somewhere  the  struggle 
must  be  joined  to  turn  the  current  in 
American  society  back  into  constructive 
channels:  toward  reason,  self-discipline, 
and  mutual  concern. 

Where  better  to  make  such  a  commit- 
ment than  at  this  fine  old  school  in 
Byfield,  Massachusetts!

As 
an  alumnus,  administrator,  and  friend 
of  the  Academy,  Jack  will  be  missed  and 
hopefully   will  return  often. 

After  twenty-four  years  of  service  to 
Governor  Dummer,  Paul  Griffin  retired 
in  June.
